Our dispatches this morning give a detail- 
ed account of the terrible casualty at Rock- 
ford yesterday, involving the death of eleven 
and the wounding of ten men, all of them 
employed in and about the new Court-House 
in process of construction. It appears to 
have been a case of criminal incompetency 
and negligence somewhere,—the walls of 
a new building suddenly crumbling 
beneath a weight that. they were 
never suitably constructed to bear, and 
burying in the ruins a score of people. The 
fearful responsibility rests between the archi- 
tect and the builder, and one or the other 
must bear the burden of the cruel slaughtor 
of life and the destruction of property. The 
builder claims to have followed implicitly 
the details and specifications of the archi- 
tect in the construction of the walls 
which supported the heavy dome; and 
the architect asks for a suspension 
of public opinion until the facts can be offi- 
cially developed. This is the second case of 
architectural manslaughter that has occurred 
within ten days, the falling in of the roof of 
the New York Post-Office being the result of 
a crime, or of a blunder amounting to a 
crime, of the same character as that which 
has plunged tlie beautiful city of Rockford 
into horror and grief. 


THE FIRST TWO WEEKS OF THE WAR. 
The first two weeks of the Russo-Turkish 
war are at an end, and before entering upon 
the third it will be of interest to see wha! 
has been accomiplished in the past fortnight. 
The Army of the Danube crossed the Pruth 
April 24, the Seventh and Tenth Corps. or 
left wing, at Bolgrad; the Eighth and Ninth 
Corps, or ce „at Husch and Paitsi; and 
the Eleventh and Twelfth Corps, or right 


ful forced marched of modern times, the ad- 
vance occupied Galatz on the next day and 
saved the railroad bridge across the Sereth 
from destruction by the Turks. Between 
April 25 and May 2 the entire Russian army, 
swinging aroun(l the left wing as a pivot, 
occupied the whole bend of the Danube from 
Ismail to Braila, thus threatening the Dob- 
rudscha,—the narrow strip of Northeastern 
Bulgaria between Roumania and the Black 
Sea. Fearing that the Russians intended to 
force a passage at this point, the Turks con- 
centrated their forces to oppose them, seleet- 
ing the railrogd from Tschernawoda to 
Kostendje as their first line of defonse, and 
the quadrilat commanded by the strong 
fortresses of Silistria and Rutschuk on the 
Danube, Shumla in the interior, and 
Varna on the ¢oast; as their second line. 
On the 8d inst. their advance was in Bacha- 
rest, On the 4th, a portion of the left wing 
had pushed on toa point opposite Silistria, 
and on the sam day the Turkish ganboats 
commenced to bombard Reni, on the Galatz 
bend of the Dauube. From the Sth to the 
7th, artillery duels across the Danube be- 
tween Braila and Reni were frequent, with- 
out inflicting any particular damage on either 
side. On the 8th, the Russian advance was 
at Giurgevo, opposite Rustohuk, aud on the 
9th the Turks commenced a vigorous bom- 
bardment of Braila, but without effect. Oa 
the same day, the Cossack cavalry crossed 
over into the Dobrudscha and destroyed some 
Turkish property, and bands of Bashi- 
Bazouks crossed into Roumania, ahead of 
the Russian advance, but were driven back 
by the people with such weapons as they 
could hastily improvise. Sinco that time 
Russian engineers have reached Turu-Sev- 
erin, and the advance is in the neiguborhood 
of Kalafat, which is now defended by Rou- 
manians against attack from the Turkish 
fortress of Widdin. During these two weeks, 
therefore, while no battles have been fought 
in Roumania, thie Russians have succeeded 
in bringing their army into admirable 
position, the main army oceupying 
a strip of territory in Roumania 
which would be included in a semi-circle in- 
tersected at Ismail, Tokschani, Pioeschti, 
and Giurgevo, with the Danube for the 
string of the bow, the advance guard being 
well on to the Servian frontier, where Wid- 
din and Kalafat are now pounding away at

The average American citizen is a practical 
man. Even in politicshe demands a rational 
end as the thing to be accomplished by any 
proposed action.

There is enough discontent, 
disappointment, and mortified ambition aris- 
ing from varioug causes incidental to human 
hopes and human weaknesses to get up a re- 
volt in the party, if it could be concentrated, 
and if a common pretext could be adopted. 
All this discordant sentiment seems to have 
agreed to ignore orshut out of sight the 
private and real griefs, and to select the 
President’s Southern policy as the object of 
assault. 

Before these dissatisfied Republicans go 
’ any further, it would be wall for them to ask, 
What is it that they propose to do? To 
have a following, they must agree upon some 
programme which they can offer the country 
asa substitute for the peace-policy which 
the President has put in operation. 

The President has withdrawn the troops 
from the South Carolina and Louisiana State- 
Houses. As a consequence, Mr. Cam- 
Lars, one of the claimants for the office of 
Governor of South Carolina, retired and 
gathered up his personal property, and, with 
his family, left the State and has engaged in 
th practice of the law in one of the North- 
ern cities. His associates, the other carpet- 
bag State officers, either resigned or formally 
withdrew from all claim to the offices they 
held. The Legislature convened and re- 
organized itself on a new political basis, and 
the State Government which succeeded that 
of Mr. CuAmprriirm has gone into active 
operation in all its departments. In 
Louisiana, as soon as the troops were 
withdrawn from the State-House, Mr. Pacx- 
arp disbanded his body-guard, abandoned 
the St. Louis Hotel, which he had used as a 
State-House, and ceased all pretense to act 
as Governor. The Legislature which divided 
in January last into two bodies, each claim- 
ing to be the only lawful Legislature, re- 
assembled; excluded all those who had been 
called in to give a color of numerical legality, 
and reorganized itself. The two sets of State 
officers melted into one, and the single State 
Government, complete in all its departments, 
recoguized all over the State, and unopposed, 
has gone successfully into operation. These 
are accomplished facts. These Governments 
are in actual operation, and against them 
there is not the least popular or legal oppo- 
sition. The two States are enjoying a polit- 
ical peace and tranquillity which they have 
not experienced for many years. 

This is the result of what the President 
has done in terminating the military occu- 
pation of the two State-Houses. While the 
mass of the American people are disposed to 
rejoice at the restoration of peace, and of 
conciliation between the races, and at the 
re-establishment of civil Government capa- 
ble and willing to protect the weak and de- 
fenseleis colpred population, — the extreme, 
unreasoning party men, who think more of 
the carpet-bag officeholders than of the pro- 
tection and prosperity ef the black Republic- 
an masses,—this ultra class, we say, choose 
to regard it as the surrender of two Repub- 
lican States to the Democrats, and to insist

If this be not proposed or intended by 
Bram, Pumas, and their associates who 
desire to create a division in the Republican 
party and to oppose the President because 
of his Southern policy, what, then, do they 
mean? Do they mean to act like children, 
and make faces at the President? Do they 
propose to howl] and yell at the President 
and call him names because he is protecting 
the blacks without the use of Federal troops? 
Is it to be a mere barren and meaningless 
wail of disappointed and uncomfortable 
politicians, determined to find fault and at- 
tract notoriety?» Unless these men are pre- 
pared to oppose to the President's peace- 
policy measures to undo what has taken 
place, and to re-establish the CHAMBERLAIN 
and Packarp quasi-Governments, then their 
opposition to the President will be factious, 
a mere exhibition of personal spleen and 
petty malice, and, while it may gratify a por- 
tion of the Democrats, will provoke the con- 
tempt and indignation of all reasonable and 
candid men. How large a portion of the 
Republican party would have undone what 
has taken place in South Carolina and 
Louisiana? The Republican party eight 
years ago had ten Republican States 
at the South. The policy of main- 
taining. the carpet-baggers in office by 
military force, under the idea of protecting 
the negroes, had the support of the country 
and the support of a President who was not 
afflicted with any scruples as to using mili- 
tary force. The policy was never successful 
in protecting the blacks, nor was it success- 
ful in keeping the States Republican. One 
after another, under the very bayonets of 
the troops, eight of those ten States became 
Democratic, and when Mr. Hayzs was inaug- 
urated President there were but two States 
in all the South claiming to be Republican. 
The use of the military, therefore, had 
failed both to protect the negroes and to 
keep Southern States Republican. That 
policy had become so odious and disreputa- 
ble all over the country, and was such a 
total and confessed failure, that Gen. Grant 
declared it had always been a mistake, and 
that if he had continued as President he 
would have discontinued it in Louisiana and 
South Carolina. Do any Republicans in 
Iowa or Nebraska, oreven in Maine, desire to 
return to that policy, and again to put the 
State Governments at the South under the con- 
trol of the military, with power to dispossess 
and constitute Governors, and Legislatures, 
and Courts at pleasure? If these Republic- 
an malcontents do not mean this, what, 
then, do they mean when they propose to 
make war on the President because of his 
Southern policy ?

THE STATE-HOUSE FARCE. 

As the matter now stands, the State-House 
investigation, after all the time spent upon 
it, and after all the evidence accumulated to 
prove the incompetency and profligacy of 
the Commissioners (which was sufficiently 
manifest from the single fact that they had 
exhausted the constitutional fund of $3,500,- 
000 and demanded $700,000 more to com- 
plete the building), has degenerated into a 
mere farce. The Senate Investigating Com- 
mittee, though letting the Commissioners off 
much more lightly than they deserved, and 
shouldering a large part of the blame on a 
dead architect, his senior partner being still 
alive, were still compelled to join unani- 
mously ina condemnation of the extrava- 
gance and inferiority of the work, and rec- 
ommended that the Board of Commissioners 
be abolished and the architects dismissed. 
It was the duty of the Legislature to act 
promptly in accordance with this report, 
which the evidence more than sustained. 
Instead of doing this, the Senate tabled 
a resolution abolishing the Board, and 
took action which not merely re- 
tains the old Commissioners, but really 
provides for a continuation of their salaries 
while professing to nd them until work 
shall be resumed. This is no more nor less 
than an insult to the intelligence of the peo- 
ple.of Illinois in presuming that they will 
vote three-quarters of a million more to be 
expended under the direction of men who 
have already ignored the constitutional lim- 
itation, and probably wasted a cool million 
of the public money. 

Moreover, the action of the Senate in ap- 
propriating the additional sum of $28,000 is 
as unconstitutional as was that of the Com- 
missioners in failing to complete the State- 
House within the $3,500,000 limitation. 
This new appropriation is ostensibly made 
to reimburse the State-House Fund for cer- 
tain lawyers’ fees, extra architects’ fees, and 
other expenditures ordered by the Legisla- 
ture which the Commissioners claim should 
not have been paid out of that fund. As 
to this, it is probable that the Legisla- 
ture would not have ordered the payment 
of these ite in this manner unless it was 
satisfied that they were properly chargeable 
to the State-House Fund; it is very strange, 
too, that while these moneys were paid out 
five, six, and seven years ago, it is now dis- 
covered for the first time that they should 
not have been taken from the State-House 
Fund. The fact is that this is merely a pre- 
tense to evade the constitutional prohibition 
of appropriating money beyond $3,500,000, 
and the $28,000 is appropriated to sustain 
the present Commissioners, their Secretary, 
and dependents during the two years which 
must elapse at the best before the work on 
the State-House can be resumed. The pre- 
tended effort to suspend the salaries of the 
Commissioners pending the interval of idle- 
ness is palpably deceitful. This proviso is 
inserted in the Appropriation bill, and is 
consequently inoperative. The Constitu- 
tion requires that u bill shall em- 
brace more than one subject; in a 
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Com-

RESUMPTION AND THE ADMINISTRATION. 
The of the extra session of 


Congress till Oct. 15 will give the Admin- | 


istration abundant time for framing a policy 


on various matters of vital public importance 


which it may bring to the attention of Con- 
gress, and with which the time of the na- 
tional legislators can be much more profite- 
bly employed than in aot-headed debates 
over the old and worn-out Southern question. 
Among these the most conspicuous will be 
the method of resuming specie payments. 
There is on the statute-books a law passed 
two years and a half ago pledging the Gov- 
ernment to resume specie payments Jan. 
1, 1879,—a year and a half from now. That 
law contemplated certain future preparations 
for the retirement and redemption of the 
national currency, without which it will 
necessarily be a dead letter. To pursue the 
old plan of purchasing outstanding bonds 
with the surplus revenue and passing them 
to the credit of the sinking fund, and accu- 
mulating merely enough gold to pay the in- 
terest on the bonded debt as it becomes due, 
will leave the Government powerless to carry 
out the terms of the law. Up to this time 
there have been no systematic preparations 
for resumption, It is evident that the pow- 
ers conferred by the law upon the Secretary 
of the Treasury, viz.: the hoarding of gold 
obtained by selling bonds and the devotion 
of the surplus revenue not otherwise appro- 
priated, will be altogether inadequate if con- 
strued in the interest of the Government, 
and altogether unwise if literally followed. 
The project of accumulating $350,000,000 of 
gold inthe United States Treasury within 
the space of a year and a half would make 
resumption too dear a luxury to be borne 
with patience by the people,—for the drain 
upon the gold markets of the world would 
exhaust the power to sell bonds for gold 
at par long before the necessary amount 
could be obtained, and would require a sac- 
rifice of millions upon millions of dollars in 
discount and interest. , It will be necessary, 
then, if there is the slightest intention to 
resume in 1879, that Congress shall pass ad- 
ditional legislation admitting of other prep- 
arations, and it is to this that the President 
will probably direct its attention, with reo- 
ommendations as to what measures, in his 
judgment, should be adopted. There are 
several methods which could be advantage- 
ously combined to the common end. 

1. Under the present law the United States 
can resume in gold alone. This is due to 
the law of 1873, which quietly dropped the 
silver coin of decreased value, and left gold 
the only lawful money of the country, ex- 
cept the national notes which it is proposed 
to redeem and retire. This shuts the Gov- 
ernment off: from the richest and most 
abundant native product of specie, which 
was at the time of the issue of the green- 
backs and had been from the beginning of 
the nation’s career full and equal legal-tender 
with gold in due proportion of weight to 
the dollar. The first step toward resump- 
tion is to restore the full means for redeem- 
ing the Government notes in specie which 
the people supposed would be at its com- 
mand for that purpose at the time the Gov- 
ernment notes were issued. Resumption can 
only be effected with gold and silver, the 
constitutional money of the Umted States, 
and not with gold alone. The faricied ter- 
rors and the actual difficulties of resump- 
tion will be lessened by more than 
one-half by declaring the lawful specie 
money of the United States to be 
what it always was prior to 1873, and 
what everybody still supposed it was up to a 
year or eighteen months ago, when the sur- 
reptitious demonetization of silver first be- 
came known to the general public. A law 
restoring the silver dollar to its former place 
as the unit of American values, and provid- 
ing for its free coinage along with gold, will 
be the longest step-toward resumption that 
can be taken by Congress. It is estimated 
that the gold and silver product of the United 
States will be nearly $100,000,000 for the 
present year, the whole, or nearly the whole, 
of which will be retained in the country: 
Here is a basis for resumption such as no 
nation on earth ever enjoyed before during a 
state of suspension. 

2. The issue of bonds may be employed 
with discretion, and, under prudent limita- 
tions, in two ways with reference to resump- 
tion, and perhaps in about equal parts. 
First, bonds may be sold at par in specie for 
an accumulation in the Treasury of a certain 
part of the gold and silver bullion and coin 
lying idle with which to redeem an equal 
amount of greenbacks Jan. 1, 1879. 
Second, specie bonds may be offered in 
the meantime at a gradual rate for 
the funding of greenbacks at the 
option of the holders. There is no doubt 
that, out of the large amount of greenbacks 
now lying idle, these bonds would be in act- 
ive demand, and the only consideration for 
the Government would be to limit their 
issue 80 as not to make the contraction of 
the greenbacks a strain upon the business of 
the country. This would be largely avoided, 
however, (1) by the fact that the currency 
market is so palpably redundant, and (2) by 


the privileges of the Banking law which | 


enables the National Banks to provide all the 
currency the country demands. By provid- 
ing for the accumulation of $100,000,000 of 
bullion specie within the next year and a half 
(which may be done at par perhaps if the. 
specie product of the year equals that 
amount) and the funding of $100,000,000 
of greenbacks within the same time, the 
problem of specie resumption will be pretty 
nearly solved. 

8. A valuable auxiliary to the retirement 
= the greenbacks will be found in such 
egislation ag to authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury to apply in national notes the 
sum required to be set aside for the sinking 
fund during the next year, instead of pur- 
chasing bonds for that purpose. The annual 
addition to the sinking fund required by law 
is 1 per cent on the outstanding debt, and 
an amount equal to the interest on the bonds 
already in the sinking fund. The amount in 
the sinking fund now probably approximates 
(without having the more recent figures at 
hand) $180,000,000, and the interest thereon 
is nearly $11,000,000, while 1 per cent on the 

indebtedness 


$31,000,000 of bonds, the principle of the 
sinking fund would be retained and the public 
debt decreased to that amount by the retire- 
ment of $31,000,000 Of greenbacks, which 
would proportionately lessen the burden of

The churches that are contiguous unite 
together for purposes of co-operation and 
mutual aid, and form a Presbytery. There 
are now 191 Presbyteries; The contiguous 
Presbyteries unite together and form a 
Synod. Of these there are thirty-six. 

The General Assembly, which meets once 
a year, is made up of delegates from the va- 
rious Presbyteries, the Synod having no dis- 
tinct representation, it being a kind of fifth 
wheel in the coach, ora body which meets 
simply for purposes of discipline and of 
mutual stimulus and encouragement. The 
ratio of representation from the Presbyteries 
is determined by the vote of the General As- 
sembly. At present there seems to be some 
inequality in this representation, the larger 
Presbyteries having the advantage. Each 
Presbytery, however small, is entitled to two 
Representatives or Comniissioners,—one a 
minister, the other an Elder,—and it must 
have at least twenty ministers on its roll be- 
fore it can send more. b 

position of Commissioner is sought 
for, as it is about the only honor in the gift 
of the Presbyterian Church bestowed gen- 
erally in the smaller Presbyterians upon its 
members in rotation, so that at least once in 
his life a minister may go to the great con- 
gress of the Presbyteries, take part in its 
debates, imbibe its spirit, and come back to 
his people a new man, having had a vacation 
of two weeks and his expenses paid. In the 
larger Presbyteries the spirit of equality can 
be observed, while at the same time one of 
their ablest men may be sent two or three 
times in succession, if any special emergency 
seems to demand his vigor in debate or per- 
sonal influence to help through a project.

DROWNING OF CAPT. LYNCH.

Osuxosu, Wis., May 11.—At a little after 2 
o'clock on Thureday afternoon one of our most 
popularly-respected and oldestof early settlers, 
Capt. Lynch, met his death while inspecting sev- 
eral hundred logs belonging to him, which were 
fastened together by means of traverse poles. The 
raft was an unusually large one, being 30 feet wide 
and 200 fecl long. When Capt Lynch was about to 
step from one elm log to another, near the water's 

, inWinnebagoLake, he, by some mishap, slipped 
off the bark. and the tidaled, ruffled waves sank 
him in the blue waters below.

for sale which is somewhat deficient in literary 

merit, will call attention to the well-known rep- 
utatioa of the author; or, if this be one who 
has not yet written bis name on the temple of 
fame, will lay stress on the fine: typography 
of the volume, its elegant binding, or 
fine illustrations.

The relevancy 
of evidence is now tg be determined by the 
laws, not of formal jurisprudence, but of free 
logic; and the revent decisions of most of the 
States are based on logical as distinguished

whose title is given above. In bis preface he 
states that his object has been to meet the 
changes caused in the rules of evidence by the 
admission of interested persons and parties as 
witnesses, by the disuse of special pleading, by 
the combination of law and equity 7 un- 
der codes, and by the cha regard to 
relevancy and presumptions of law. The work 
is divided into three parts, or books, treating 
respectively of the Requisites of Proof, 
the Mode of Receiving Proof, and the 
Effects of Proof; and the numerous 
illustrations are drawn trom the latest authori- 
ties. It is a complete treatise on the law of 
evidence at the present day, disincumbered of 
dead issues, and must rival, if not supersede, 
Greenicaf and Phillips. In fact, the day has 
nearly cone 8 when English treatises can be 
revam with a few notes, and made to do 
duty in this country. Though they may be 
better written, the difference in the develop- 
ment of the two countries, and, stal more, the 
diverse legislation of the separate States, ren- 
der an American work necessary as an exposi- 
tion of American law, ora 
Jodgee. 
At a first glance over this work, the reader 
will probably be disappointed, Accustomed to 
see pages and chapters devoted to questions 
which are now d or radically changed, he 
misses the old landmarks, and pronounces the 
book superficial or incomplete. Copious quota- 
tioas from yep, Se Kant, Butler, New- 
man, Mansel, and o writers on logic, mvta- 
bysics, and theology, are not common in a 
egal treatise on evidence. But a second glance 
will prove more satisfactory. The author, rec- 
ognizivg the fact that the law 
is not settled, that these new 
es yet fixed, bas 
given every case to be found in American de- 
cisions bearing on his subject, so as to throw 
the greatest light possible on it, and indicate 
the drift of the decisiuns, Though a case de- 
cided by some Territorial Judge may not be re- 
garded as influential, it indicates the tendency 
of thought. The inquiring, iconoclastic, skeptic- 
al spirit of the time penetrates even the legisla. 
tion and the judicial decisions of the day, as 
this country is but too well aware. While the old 
. may profitably desire yet to consult 
e able works of Phillips or Greenleaf, he will 
find in this present work the latest and 
best expositions of the rules of evidence; 
and ihe young lawyer will not need to go be- 
yond it. The law is broad enough and deep 
enough to occupy ali the time of its followers 
in understanding living issues, important as it 
may be to be acquainted with the history of 
jurisprudence. The rules of evidenve in crim- 
inal law, being quite distinct. and rarely applica- 
ble in civil cases, have been treated by Dr. 
Wharton in a separate work, and are not em- 
bodied in the present treatise. 


ART THEORIES AND METHODS, 
WHAT IS ART? on, Ant Turonms ann Meruops 

Concise.y Straten. By 8. 8. G. BEenszaurn.

The essay here presented has deen delivered 
before several art and literary institutions in the 
East, and is now published as an answer to the 
inquiry for a brief exposition of the nature and 
principles of art. The topic is plainly and pleas- 
ingly discussed bythe r er, and as much gen- 
eral information conveyed as the space will allow. 
Thelkeness between the five and industrial arts 
is well defined, and explanations of the common 
technical terms used in the language of art are 
happily given. 

The description of a rare work of architecture 
seldom mentioned by art-writers, and little 
known to the world at large, which Mr. Benja- 
min employs in the course of his lecture, we ex- 
tract for the benefit of our readers: 

Let us illustrate the independent character of the 
methods by which genius reaches its ends, by an 
example: In the little town of St. Pol de Leon, in 

„ Overlook ng the land of rege where 
King hur fought and fell, and the mystical 
Seven Islands, tne Avilion of romance, ever gray 
and lovely in the sea-mists of that legendary coast, 
where they still believe he dwelis to this day, — in 
that quaint little town, surrounded by myths and 
legends, and a picturesque people and country, 
stands the littie-known but not the less extraordi- 
nary spire of Notre Dame de Kreisher. It was 
bullt, according to tradition, . 5 an Englishman 
whose name has not been recorded, and was pro- 
nounced by Vauban to be the most daring achieve- 
ment in architecture. The chape) is small, and not 
especially remarkable; it is but the basis of the 
spire, which is everythi On four pliers, at the 
unction of the nave and transept, presenting a 
only thirty-two feet square, and supportee at 
the corners alone, je reared a tower of most ex- 
quisite proportions, and, while very elaborate, yet 
preserving a truly artistic breadth and purity of 
outiine, From the platform, which extends across 
the piers and forms tae floor of the spire, one looks 
up to the finial at the extreme e a hol- 
low shell of stone tracerv-werk 252 feet high, or 
over 300 feet from the ground, and entirely clear 
of brace or buttress, plier, beam. or bracket, — 
nothing to break the astonishing sight but doves 
fiying in the dizzy cavity, or the sun flashing here 
and there r the open carvings, e the 
wind breathes from see to age a grand Aolian 
chant through that organ of granite, that seems 
to the beholder as if it would topple over with a 
light breeze, but which has withstood the storms 
of 500 years. Now, are we to affirm that the soar- 
ing intellect which conceived and executed that 
wonderful tower, in the night of the Dark Ages, 
was aided by study alone, wben all the architects 
of the ninteenth century. with all the learning of 
the ages at their beck, have been unable to evoke 
from the realms of the Idea! a single creation that, 
in simplicity, beauty, sublimity, or originality. 
will compare with the almost miraculous tower of 
the unknown genius of St. Pol de Leon!

INDUSTRIAL ART. 

In the English section of the Main Building 
of the Centennial Exposition, there were exhib- 
ited several terra-cotta bas-reliefs, delineating 
religious subjects, which attracted admiring at- 
tention. They were the work of George Tin- 
worth, a young Englishman employed as a de- 
signer in the studios of the Doulton Pottery- 
Manufacture in Lambeth, a suburb of London. 
The talent of this skillful molder of plastic 
clays was developed in the “‘ Lambeth School of 
Art,” and the history of his interesting expe- 
rience is related by Mr. Edward King in a Lon- 
don letter to the Boston Journal, 

The father of Tinworth was a wheelwright, 
and had no higher ambition for his son than to 
bring him up to the trade which he had worthily 
followed. The boy was born with a genius for 
earving, and very early betrayed his bent by cut- 
ting rude portraits in wood, of such eminent 
personages as chanced tocome under his ob- 
servation in his wanderings about London. He 
first tried his prentiee- hand on Garibaldi; but 
he had to pursue big work by stealth to avoid 
the parental eye, which regarded with extreme 
displeasure these evidences of an artistic taste 
in the youthful scion. The bits of portraiture 
which George had becn lavishing all his spare 
time upon, on several eccasions came in the 
father’s way, and were summarily thrust in the 
fire. The boy smothered his sorrow and indig- 
nation over this destruction of the products of 
his fancy, and for further security confined his 
labors in carving to the night-hours, when he 
was supposed to be innocently slumbering. 80 
long as his father lived, young Tinworth pa- 
tiently pursued the trade to which he had been 
vondemped; but, when the death of the elder 
released him from the sacrifices of filial obedi- 
ence, he at once entered the evening-~class of the 
Lambeth Art Schoo. 

This institution had been organized in 1854 for 
the training of the workmen of the district ing 
which it is located in the principles of industrial 
art. A short time after its foundation, some 
among the laborers in the Lambeth pottery- 
kilns, who bad hitherto made their wares wi 
out any attempt at decoration, were 
duced to enter the school. The num- 
ber of students applying for the instruc- 
tion which quickly demonstrated its practical 
value, kept increasing; and the Messrs. Doul- 
ton, the famous Lambeth 1 gave the 
school important encouragement by introducing 
stoneware-decoration into their manufactories. 
The International Exhibition of 1871 applied a 
fresh spar to this art-movement; and the Doul- 
tons in the same year opened studios in their 

tteries, where the young men and women from 

he Lambeth School could use their skill in the 
design of fresh forms and styles of ornamenta- 
tion for the Doulton ware, Pitty of these art- 
ists in clay, who are now provided with pleasant 
employment at remunerative prices in these 
work-shops, are women. 

Of the methods of work pursued by these de- 
signers, Mr. King says: ‘“ They are not re- 
stric to hours, like the ratives at the 
wheels and in the kilns below. the contrary, 
it is understood that they are artists, dependent 
largely upon the of their mind for the 
spontaneity of their production, and not to be 
controlled.

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ANCIENT PERUVIAN DEAD. 

Twenty miles south of Lima, ia Peru, are sit- 
uated the famous ruins of Pachacamae, the once 
sacred city of the tribes inhabiting the coast-re- 
gions. It bore the name of the divinity whose 
seat of worship was located within its bounds, 
and was the resort of devout pilgrims from all 
the region in which the sway of the god Pacha- 
camac was acknowledged. The soil round about 
the temple erected to the honor of this heathen 
deity seems to have been venerated as the waters 
of the Ganges are reverenced by the Hindus, 
and was sought as a place of burial by the faith- 
ful from all parts of the ‘Kingdom. 

“Dig almost anywhere,“ says Mr. Squier, 
“inthe dry, nitrous sand, and you will come 
upon what are loosely termed mummia, but 
which are the desiccated bodies of the ancient 
dead. Dig decper. and you will y finda 
second stratum of relics of poor humanity; and, 
deeper still, a third,—showing how great was 
the coacourse of people, and how eager the de- 
sire to find a resting-place in consecrated 
round.“ 

The bodies were aging Og my in little 
vaulted chambers,—we are told by the same 
1 were roofed with canes and a 
layer ruab In each grave room was 

orded for several bodies, which were placed 
in a sitting posture, with the knees brought 
close to the trunk. They were sometimes en- 
veloped in wrappings of cloth,—the inner folds 
being of fine cotton, and the outer ones of 
blankets woven of the wool of the alpaca or 
vicuna. Articies of ornament and of use be- 
longing to the dead were interred with them; 
and it is from these relics that much of the past 

of the race is now obtained. The textile 
fabrics, the ornaments, utensils, and pottery, 
still existing in a perfect state of pre 
reveal the variety and condition of The ſudus- 
tries, and many of the social and religious cus- 
toms, prevailing with this ancient and interest- 
ing poapie. 

Te lower classes, according to Mr. Squier, 
met in death a treatment corresponding with 
that meted out to them in life. They were 
thrust into holes in the nitrous sands of the 
coast, or into crevices of the rocks among the 
mountains, with such secant paraphernalia for 
their wanderings in a future world as their own 
limited means, or those of their humble friends, 
could suppl „ Fewand rude are relics 
found wi shriveled remains: a calabash 
or gourd ; a carved wooden cup, con- 
taining amulets and charms; curious stones, to 
the natural peculiarities of whieh the supersti- 
tious mind rendered reverence; an implement 
of tool; and perhaps a rude wooden Hol: such 
were the obje-ts most frequently found with 
the plebelan dead of the coast, buried in such 
shallow graves that the winds often exp sed 
them, and the earthquake thrust them up to 
the day.“

THE TEMPLE OF JUGGERNAUT. 

The great Temple of Juggernaut at Pooree is 
threatened with imminent destruction. Rank 
vegetation has taken root in the earth de- 
posited in the cracks and crannies of the edi- 
fice, and by its erowth is rapidly breaking up 
the structure. The foundations are everywhere 
pierced by roots, and the walls are in every part 
interlaced with the fibres and branches of trees. 
Other Hindu shrines are suffering similar fate, 
and applications have been made to the Govern- 
ment to arrest the eng of decay, and, in the 
case of the temple at P restore the 
building to its original state. The petition,” 
says the ——— | „is cautiously urged on 
non-religious ground, that by Government aid 
alone India will be saved the loss of an impor- 
tant historical landmark.

HIBERNATION OF BIRDs. 

The stories of the hibernation of swallows and 
of other birds, which used to prevail among the 
people, have of late years been regarded 
naturalists as entirely fabulous. A comm 
eat ion to Nature from the Duke of Argyl! in- 


closes an account of the distovery of a multi- 


tude of swallows asleep in a bank in midwin- 
ter. The account is written by Sir John Mo- 
Neill, a brother-in-law of the Duke, and an ob- 
server who it appears is worthy of trust. The 
statements are so curious that we copy them 
without compression, as they are giyen by the 
author: 4 :

Cer- 
tain medicines often do good. Tonics should alwavs 
be given to feebie children. Of all remedial mess- 
ures change of air is of the most service, and often 
the change need not be very pronounced to be of 
benefit. Removal to the distance of a few miles, 
or even from one part ofa city to another, some- 
times has a happy effect.

SORE EYES, TOBACCO, ETC.

Bunz, Wis., May 8.—With our kind editor's 
permission I would say a few words to the readers 
of the ever welcome Home. I feel that my mite 
is very small. still therd are some questions I can 
answer. In regard to sore or weak eyes I can 
safely recommend the following, which I have 
known to give relief when all other remedies 
failed: It is very simple and very sure, and so 
free from mineral or other poisons that 
it recommends itself to every sensible 
person. Get a five-cent cake of elder 
flowers at the druggist’s, and steep in one 
gill of soft water; it must be steeped in bright tin 
or earthcn ware; strain nicely, and then add three 
drops of laudanum; bottle it tight and keep in 3 
cool place; then use it as a wash, letting some of 
it get in the eyes; follow this and relief is certain. 
If the eyes are painful, or much sore, make small 
soft compresses, wet in the mixture and bind over 
the eyes at night. I can warrant the above as 
harmiess and sure, having tried it in quite a num- 
ber of cases where other skill and remedies had 
utterly failed. Ifthe eyes are badly inflamed, use 
it very freely, and a tea made of elder flowers and 
drank would help cleanse the bleod. Pure rock 
sali and water will stre en your weak eyes if 
you bathe them dailyinit. I would earnestiy ad- 
vise you to avoid mixtures or washes containing 
mineral or other potsons.
